-The {mmi- 
gration officials at Ellis island, the setting for 
many sad scenes saw the last act today of one 
of the most pitiful human tragedies which, 
they say, ever had come to their attention. 
Out in à ferry Blip just beside the island hos- 
pital, the body of Mrs. Joseph Gorda was 


found floating in the water into which she | 


had thrown herself after the death of her 
little daughter at the Ellis Island hospital 
Thursday morning last. 

In Chicago Joseph Gorda left today the 
home he had worked hard for for the seven 
months he has been in America to provide 
for them, to come to New York and take 
from the Ellis Island morgue the bodies of his 
wife and daughter. He has been waiting for 
the little girl to recover from an attack of 
measies that he might come on and meet 
them and take them back to their new home. 


Husband’s Struggle in Vain. 

A letter to that effect came to Ellis island 
early this afternoon. It was recelved just a 
few minutes after the telegram had gone 
from Commissioner Watchorn’s office to 
Gorda telling him his daughter had died in 
the hospital and his wife was dead, too. They 
hadn't the Heart to telegraph Gorda that his 
wife, in the throes of her grief, had cast her- 
self into the waters of the lower bay. 

The Gordas are Germans. Over in the 
fatherland they had had a hard struggle to 
live.

Joseph Gorda got money enough together to 


come to America and make a start. He pros- |

Mrs. Fraser lived with her daughter, Mrs. 
Arthur Sinclair. She came to Chicago in 
1850. Her husband, John Fraser, who was 
a real estate dealer and died twelve years 
ago, was one of the first farmers in what now 
constitutes the city of Chicago. 

For the last forty-five years Mrs. Fraser 
has been a daily reader of THE TRIBUNE. It 
had been the custom of Mrs. Sinclair to take 
her mother’s breakfast and a copy of the 
paper to her every morning. 


Clothes Torn from Woman.

Edson, who was almost fainting from pain, 
out of the store. A physician's office was 
found nearby, and the woman was taken 
there. Later Slater placed Mrs. Edson, who 
was a mass of bruises but not seriously in- 
jured, in his machine and n her to her 
home. 

I can’t remember just where ‘that store 
was, or what it was,“ said Mrs. Edson. “If 
I find out who the proprietor was, I am going 
to have a little talk with him. 

Mr. Slater was not at all to blame for the 
accident. No one could have done more than 
he did afterward.’’

GHRL'S. DEATH A MYSTERY 


ANNIE M’CLOUD MISSING—CLOTHES 
' FOUND ON LAKE SHORE. 


Evanston Police Think Domestic Was 
Killed or Committed Suicide—She 
Leaves No Trace of Relatives or 
Residence—Former Mistress Identi- 
fies Effects Discovered at Water’s 
Edge—Body of Unknown Man Is 
Taken from Lincoln Park Lagoon. 


Strange circumstances surrounding the 
disappearance of Miss Annie McCloud, 21 
years old, a domestic, have led the police of 
Evanston to believe that the girl either has 
committed suicide or has been murdered. 
Yesterday the police found a suitcase, which 
had been borrowed by her, on the lake shore 
just south of Calvary cemetery. Near the 
suitcase were strewn a woman’s garments. 
These were found to have belonged to the 
girl. It was also found that she failed to 
arrive at a restaurant in Rogers Park, for 
which she started in the hope of being em- 
ployed. 

The girl's latest place of residence is not 
known. She was last employed as a domes- 
tic in the residence of C. C. Poole, an attor- 
ney, 939 Forest avenue, Evanston. She left 
this place Friday morning. She is said to 
have acted queerly while in the employ of 
Mrs. Poole and for this reason it is believed 
possible that. she committed suicide. 


Is Last Seen on Friday. 

When the girl left the Poole residence she 
announced she was going to look for another 
situation. She was supplied with a suitcase 
by Mrs. Poole. 

The discovery of the suit case and the wom- 
an's garments on the lake shore was made 
by G. Hirsch, 4100 Ridge avenue. A shirt 
waist was found hanging to a bush but a few 
feet from the water and near this were found 
shoes, stockings, and the remainder of the 
girl's apparel. From the scattered condition 
of the garments, the police think that the 
girl may have been disrobed by force and 
killed. 

Fred Shaffer, chief of police of Evanston, 
said he wöuld have the lake dragged at the 
point where the girl is supposed to have been 
drowned. It was found that the girl had 
visited several employment agencies in 
Evanston and had been directed by one of 
them to the restaurant in Rogers Park. In- 
quiry at the restaurant showed that she had 
not called there. 


Found Dead in Lagoon. 

The body of an unidentified man, well 
dressed, who is believed to have committed 
suicide, was found in the Lincoln park 
lagoon at noon yesterday by a park police- 
man. There were no marks of violence and 
nothing was found in the clothing by which it 
could be identified. The body is that of a 
man about 55 years old, 5 feet 6 inches, weight 
about 175 pounds, stout build, brown hair 
and mustache and dark complexion. Detet- 
tives of the North Halsted street station are 
trying to learn the man’s identity. 

While seated beside his wife in their apart- 
menis, 20 Fremont street, last night, Frank 
Gustafson, 30 years old, a bookbinder, pulled 
a revolver from his pocket and fired a bullet 
into his right ear. Death was instantaneous. 
His wife told the police that her husband 
had been in fll-health for a long time and had 
often threatened to end his life. 


Attempts Life in Cell. 

Thomas Montague, 14 years old, 247 Huron 
street, who was arrested several days ago 
charged with larceny, attempted to commit 
suicide in the afternoon in a cell at the 
Chicago avenue police gtation by hanging 
himself.

New Arrangement in Policing the Red 
Light District Is Expected to Sat- 
isfy the Chicago Law and Order 
League a Nearly as Possible, Al- 
though President Farwell Is Pre- 
paring a Letter to Mayor Busse 
Asking for Further Reforms. 


Chief Shippy expects to be engaged all to- 
day on the generai order transferring every 
Policeman from the Twenty-second street 
district. The order will be made public to- 
morrow, and it is expected to be followed by 
a change of conditions in the red light dis- 
trict that will satisfy the Chicago Law and 
Order league as nearly as possible. 

The chief had not decided yesterday after- 
Hoon on the captain he would place in charge 
of the district. 

It is one of the most important stations 
in the department,“ he said, ‘‘ and I am go- 
ing to consult with Mayor Busse. The Law 
and Order league is deglrous of having a man 
down there who has a family—a man of 
years of discretion—and its wishes are being 


considered. 

The league is working on a letter which it 
expects to send tomorrow to Mayor Busse 
outlining conditions it would like to have in 


the district. 


Lockup Keeper May Remain. 

Chief Shippy had the payroll of the Twen- 
ty-second street station before him on his 
desk, while he was speaking. It carries 
nearly 100 men and officers. It will be the 
first time in the history of the police depart- 
ment that all the police at a station have been 
cleaned out and replaced with new material. 

One man may stay, the chief said. Hels 
Patrick O'Shaughnessy. Far eighteen years 
he has been keeper of the lockup. 

O'Shaughnessy,” said Chief Shippy, 
„ has passed the years when he can do active 
service. He has been there ever since I can 
remember. He was there when I was in the 
fire department next door.“ 

Although O’Shaughnessy called on the 
chief the day before, it was not to ask that 
he be retained at the station, but to inter- 
cede for his son Frank, a patrolman at Twen- 
ty-second street, who does not want to move 
out of the district.

WESTERN UNION AND POSTAL DE- 
CLINE TO DENY RUMOR.

Generally Believed in New York Com- 
mercial and Financial Circles: That 
the Big Companies Mave Practical- 
ly United—Higher. Rates to the 
Public One of the First Signs of 
the Agreement—Officials Declare It 
is None of the Public’s Business. 


New York, May 18.—([Special. In sig- 
nificant absence even of an ¢quivocal denial 
from either of the two companies involved, 


the report made public this morning that the 
Western Union Telegraph company and the 


Postal Telegraph company had entered into 
a working agreement is generally accepted 
in commercial and financial circles as true. 
There has been plenty of circumstantial 
evidence during the last few months in the 
form of increased rates, reduced forces, and 
closed competing offices to indicate that the 
two corporations have established at least 


a community of interest compact, and it 


is pointed out by shrewd observers today 
that if the report of an agreement was untrue 
the companies themselves would be the first 
to deny it. 


None of Public’s Business. 


Ddward J. Nally, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany, when asked if the report of the exist- 
ence of a traffic compact was true, said: 

“That is a matter we cannot discuss. I 
refuse to say anything whatever about the 
matter. I refuse either to deny or confirm 
the report.“ 

A representative of President Clowry of 
the Western Union was equally mysterious 
in his answers to questions. Said he: 

“Tf we have entered into a compact with 
the Postal people, or if we have not, the 
matter is strictly our own business. 

By the alleged agreement into which the 
two companies have entered it is said an an- 
nual saving of 32,400, 000 will, be effected. 
The working agreement involves decreased 
rentals for booths in hotels and other public 
places, consolidation of offices, increased 
rates, and a big salary saving by cutting 
down operating forces. 


Hotel Men Declare War. 


With the report that a compact has been 
effected comes also the news that several of 
the most prominent hotel keepers, under the 
leadership of George C. Boldt, proprietor of 
the Waldorf-Astoria, have combined in a 
determined effort to smash the combine. For- 
merly the hotels enjoyed a big revenue from 
leasing booths to telegraph companies. Since 
the alleged agreement was effected last fall 
the decrease in revenue from this source has 
been tremendous. In the case of eight hoteis 
in the heart of Manhattan the decrease in 
rentals, it is estimated, has amounted to 
nearly $30,000. The telegraph companies 
have refused to continue to pay the former 
rate of rental. Where lower rates have been 
rejected the companies have ceased to main- 
tain their booths. 

Ever since the first of the year a firm of 
lawyers retained by the hotel men have been 
gathering evidence against the alleged work- 
ing agreement. This evidence, it is said, is 
now nearly complete and will be presented 
to the department of justice in Washington

PRESIDENT WILL JOURNEY DOWN 
MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Accepts Invitation Extemded by Gov- 
ernors of Sixteen States to Join In- 
land Waterways Commission on 2 
Tour of Inspection and Sets Date 
When He Can Accompany Party— 
Is Pleased with Interest Manifested 
in Project. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has accepted the invi- 
tations from the governors of a number of 
states to make a trip down the Mississippi 
river from some point in middle Illinois or 
Iowa. He has fixed the time for the journey 
immediately after the dedication of the Mc- 
Kinley monument at Canton, Ohlo, Sept. 30. 

The executive will be the guest of the 
Lakes to the Gulf Deep Water association 
on the voyage, which he will make in order 
to acquaint himself personally with the im- 
portance of the work the inland waterway 
commission has in hand. 

The president was urged by the executives 
of Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Maine, Missouri, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas, and Wisconsin to ac- 
company the commission, and to each of the 
governors he has written a letter indicating 
his purpose to join the party. 

Sees Check on Railroads. 


He comments particularly on the interest 
shown by the Maine, Florida, and Oregon 
governors in the project, and says their 
activity in behalf of the Mississippi river im- 
provement—despite the remoteness of their 
respective states from that stream—shows 
their faith in the belief that the improvement 
of the Mississippi river and its tributaries 
will tend to bring about the improvement of 
the other navigable waters of the country, 
as factors in commercial and industrial de- 
velopment, and as affording one of the best 
possible methods of regulating railway rates, 

Calls Region an Empire.“ 

In closing his letter the president says that 
the basin of the Mississippi, taken as a whole, 
from the gulf to the great lakes, from the 
Alleghanies to the Rockies, constitutes the 
greatest agricultural empire that men ever 
have cultivated, and he believes an equally 
great system of water highways is needed to 
supply any inadequacy of land carriage for 
the products of this region. 


SAVES $3,000; EUROPE FOR HIM.

EXPERTS’ VIEWS DIVERGENT. 
Kansas City, Mo., May 18.—[Special. 1— 
Opinions here differ widely concerning this 


A well known elevator man in north central 
Kansas, who is generally well informed, be- 
lieves Kansas will raise. 100 000,000 bushels 
if there is favorable weather through to 
harvest. as A 

A prominent miller in ,southern. Kansas 
thinks the output cannot be over 60,000,000 
bushels. Secretary Coburn's unofficial re- 
ports indicate improvement since May 1. 
when a crop of 90,000,000 bushels was indi- 
cated. Green bugs have cut the crop in two 
in half a dozen southern counties, and have 
done some damage as far north as Newton 
and Hutchinson, but the bugs are rapidly 
succumbing to the parasites that feed on 
them. 

In Nebraska there is a serious deficiency 
in moisture which will cut down the crop 
unless abundant rain falls soon. East of the 
Missouri river the weather has been favor- 
able since May 1 for the development of the 
¢rop. 

With abundant moisture and warm weather 
during the remainder of this month the gov- 
ernment report on June 1 should indicate 
a winter wheat crop about the same as was 
indicated by the June report last year. 

The indications, June 1. 1906. were for 
crop of little over 400,000,000 bushels, but 
the official estimate of the final outturn was 
493,000,000 bushels. This experience is worth 
recalling by those who are trying wheat in 
the speculative markets on the belief that 
the crop this year will be a sensationally 
short one. 


WESTERN CANADA HARD HIT. 


Winnipeg. Man., May 18.—[Special.]—Not 
more than 20 per cent of the area under crop 
last year has been seeded in western Canada. 
The farmers are now going on with the seed- 
ing, encouraged by the warmer weather of 
the last few days, and many intend to sow 
until June 1, although May 20 is supposed to 
be the latest date for sowing wheat with 
safety in this country. 

It is. predicted that where the yield of 
wheat last year was 90,000.000 bushels, this 
year it will not exceed 35,000,000 bushels. 
Minister Motherwell of the agricultural de- 
partment of Saskatchewan, the great wheat 
province of Canada, says he does not expect 
the yield in that province to be below last 

year, when it was 30,000,000 bushels, but 
— had expected it to go to 50,000,000 bush- 
els this season. 

In the Canadian west there has been abso- 
lutely no growth, and but little seeding. Re-

IOWA WILL HAVE DECREASE. 

Des Moines, Ia., May 18.—[(Special. ]—J. 
R. Sage, director ot state weather crop 
service, fears a marked decrease in the 
state’s wheat crop, In discussing the out- 


Jock, he sald: 


“If Iowa ‘yields 90 per cent of ‘the spring 
wheat ctop of one year ago I shall feel sat- 
isfied. 

With not quite half a million acres of 
spring Wheat in cultivation. the outlook 
for the yield this year is not bright. The 
condition of the crop is dormant, and at 
least three weeks behind that of a year ago. 
I will be glad if the yield is anywhere 
around twelve bushels to the acre, against 
fifteen in 1906. There is at least a 10 per 
cent decrease in the acreage. I believe 
8,000,000 bushels will be considered a good 
harvest this year, against 13,000,000 in 1907. 

“On the other hand, winter wheat is in 
fairly good shape, but as the farmers only 
plant 100,000 acres, its condition does not 
matter much. The crop, while not so good 
as last year, is in fine shape and the yield 
will be fair.“

DAKOTA’S PROSPECTS BRIGHT. 


Sioux Falls, S. D., May 18.—[Spectal. ]—The 
wheat crop of South Dakota is making slow 
owing to the unseasonably cold 
weather which has prevailed during the 
greater part of tine last three weeks, and in 
some localities the acreage has been reduced 
10 or 15 per cent, because the ground was 
too wet to permit of seeding. 

This falling off practically has been made 
up in other parts of South Dakota, particu- 
larly in the new region west of the Missouri 
river, waere over a wide area the wheat 
acreage this year will be much larger than 
last year. The total wheat acreage of South 
Dakota will be in the neighborhood of 3,000,- 
000 acres. 

Reports from all wheat growing portions 
of the state prove that the situation is not 
nearly as desperate as it was supposed. They 
show that seeding has been completed and 
the crop is beginning to make a showing. 
The soil is in first class condition and with 
the coming of warm weather the wheat will 
make rapid growth, and be as far advanced 
by the middle or end of June as is customary 
at that period of the growing season.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 18.—[{Special.]— 
Seeding in Minnesota and all over the north- 
west practically is finished. Elevator firms 
along the Soo report conditions favorable, 
with practically no decrease in the wheat 
acreage as compared to last year. Of all 
sections, the Red River valley is most prom- 
ising in five years and an excellent start has 
been made toward a banner harvest.

LASH PRISONERS IN DELAWARE 
TILL MEN LOOKING ON SICKEN. 


Brutal Spectacle in Workhouse Yard 
Makes One Man Feel Like Killing 
Lash Wielder. 


Wilmington, Del., May 18.—[{Special.}— 
Delaware’s whipping post furnished a terri- 
ble spectacle at the Newcastle county work- 
house when the punishment inflicted upon 
Adam Ward, a young man sentenced to forty 
lashes for robbery, was so brutal that spec- 
tators sickened and men threatened the chief 
warden, A. S. Meserve. Before the whipping 
was half over, Ward frantically tore his left 
arm from the post, almost stripping it of 
skin, and; waving it at Meserve, cried: “ For 
God's sake stop.“ ’ 

Stand up, Ward. I am not doing this be- 
cause I like it. The sentence of the court 
must be carried out,“ replied the warden. 
The man’s arm was put back into the man- 
acle and the whipping continued. 

Tou brute, if I had a gun I would shoot 
vou,“ shouted one man in the crowd. Others 
also threatened the warden, who pleaded 
he was only carrying out the sentence of the 
court. 

Benjamin Morris, a negro, who was con- 
victed with Ward, stood his punishment 
until the fifteenth lash. From that time 
until the fortieth he shrieked and wept. 
John Camerson took ten lashes for larceny 
without moving a muscle. William M. Con- 
way received twenty lashes for housebreak- 
ing; Harry Cahall, five lashes for larceny: 
and four others ten lashes each for the same 
offense.

The surviving sister has been ordered to 
appear before the coroner Monday. 

In the meantime, as the cause of Miss 
Bohrer’s death is not known, an autopsy 
will be held. 

After all, of what use was the vow?’

She called at the Winches- 
ter avenue house, but Darby’s landlady 
would not let her in. Darby ran out of the 
back door and went over to the barber shop. 
Miss Anderson saw all this, and yesterday 
she went down to Dan Riley’s shop in West 
Madison street and bought a revolver. She 
did not know how to load it, so she had Dan 
put in five cartridges. She said she wanted

to the Winchester avenue house and found 
Darby at home. Mra Manners was present.

BUST TELLS AGE OF ART 


FRENCHMAN UNRAVELS SECRET 
OF STATUE’S ANTIQUITY. 


Soloman Reinach Tells Academy of 
Belles Lettres in Paris That Model- 
ing of Human Form Is Infallible 
Index te Period in Which Lived 
the Artist Whose Work It Was— 
Rule, He Says, Will Decide Vexing 


Questions. 


[BY CABLED TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, May 18.—Woman tells her age free- 
fy in manble,. it seems. although it requireda 
good deal of study to find out how she does it, 
The Academy of Belles Lettres has now been 
informed of the age of the Venus de Milo. 
Solomon Reinach by dint of arduous studies 
has pierced the rnystery of centuries. 

He declared to the academicians that the 
age of the statues may: be surely gauged by 
the distance apart of the breasts. The great- 
er that distance the greater the statue's an- 
tiquity. 

As the breasts approach each other the 
date of the statue’s creation becomes less 
remote. This information is the result of 
scrupulous and patient research on the part 
of Reinach, during which he has studied and 
measured thousands of documents, and he 
gays the rule is unfailing. 

There are, Reinach points out, tape periods 
in Greek art. The first was from 3000 B. C. 
until about 1400, leading from vases with 


desses holding serpents. The second fol- 
lowed up the invasion, which again plunged 
Greece into barbarism, exhibiting figurines 
clumsily modeled, about 1000 B. C. and ex- 
tended to the masterpieces of Phidias and 
Praxiteles. 

In both periods the women’s figures of the 
most recent date show ices interval between 
the breasts till the interval becomes almost 
nothing in the Cretan goddeases of 1,400 B. C.

Henry Coulon, a lawyer in the highest 
standing. who has charge of Capt. Turpin's 
petition, in an interview declares that Turpin 
saw Premier Waldeck Rousseau in 1900, 
when the revision of the Dreyfus case wds 
progressing, and obtained that minister’s 
promise that justice should be done him, 
but.“ said Waldeck Rousseau, not just 
now.” Waldeck Rousseau was unable to 
carry out his promise, but Turpin was given 
a post in the ministry of war despite his 
previous condemnation as a traitor.

With the advent to power 
of British radicals one cannot but feel, as a 
wrfter in one of today's reviews expresses it, 
a certain amount of sympathy for the Indian 
agitators who are being perpetually misieé by 
British radicals.

From October, 1896, to Novem- 
ber, 1006, the total deaths from the plague 
were 4.411.242, and during the first three 
months of 1907 no less than 495,000 deaths

Judge Wood Misses Nothing. 


The action of Judge Wood during the exam- 
ination of talesmen is in decided contrast to 
that of most judges in crimifal trials in New 
York and other large cities. He watches 
every phase of the proceedings with hawklike 
attention. Not a question misses him; and 
repeatedly he warns the talesmen under ex- 
amination to speak up so that he may hear 
the answer. The court must hear every 
answer,“ he said, and he acts on that rule. 

Whenever any question comes up on which 
it is necessary for him to act, he is always 
ready. He usually says he would like to hear 
what the lawyers on both sides have to say, 
and it is evident that is largely a matter ot 
form. He makes up his own mind, and does 
it with a promptness and forwardness which 
leaves no doubt as to how he arrives at Con- 
clusions. :

Another funny Incident of the fire start- 
ed a few minutes dater. 

The stands were burning so rapidly that 
the exits were choked and the spectators 
were leaping like frightened sheep over 
the front of the stand and down ten feet 
to the racetrack in front. The players 
and others had dragged benches up to the 
front of the stand and people were sliding 
down them. 

During all this panic 6 frightened 
woman with a small baby in her arms was 
standing on top of a chair, scream. ag at 
the top of her voice, and too frightened to 
move. One of the reporters saw her, and, 
running to her assistance, took the baby, 
told her to follow, and ran up the stairs to 
a long flight of steps leading to the Nat- 
ural Bridge road. The woman followed, 
and the reporter saw her safely down the 
steps. Then he started out, only to dis- 
cover that some panic stricken person had 
closed anc. locked the entry gate at the foot 
of that stairway. 

Most of the crowd had escaped, but the 
reporter and the baby were with a dozen or 
more persons penned in a narrow space 
with de fire sweeping over them, dut high 
in the alr. 

The reporter, who knew the intricate 
ways under the stand, led the run, and the 
crowd fied through the old palm garden, 
with the flames forming a roof above 
them, and out Into the clear field. 

The situation was humorous to some— 
but a young reporter, with a howling 
baby out in a ball field, and with a great 
barrier of flame between him and the 
agonized mother, was not funny to either 
of the principals. 

For nearly an hour the reporter, carry- 
ing the squalling baby, sought to find the 
mother—and bore the gibes of his 40 
quaintances, and then he got no Carnegie 
medal.

CHANGES N FOOTBALL RULES.

(Lillian is a 
small mare, but the best muscled one of her 
size I have seen since the days of Little 
Brown Jug, and he was a freak in the matter 
of muscular development.

ANSWERS POLO RULES CHARGES 


Capt. Handley Denies Accusation of 
Unfairness in Drafting Laws 
Made by Westerners. 


New York, May 18.—[Special.}—Eastern 
polo players and followers of the drowning 
game are much incensed over the accusations 
of western clubs in regard to the new polo 
rules drawn up and presented to the national 
A. A. U. committee on legislation. 

Capt. Handley of the three man committee 
accused of unfair tactics has the following 
to say in defense of the trio's action: 

The rules proposed were drafted in the 
main by Boyce of the Brookline Swimming 
club, a man quite above prejudice or party 
feeling. Boyce played for many years and 
has followed the game closely. In correcting 
the former rules he began by presenting 
amendments to Capt. Kehoe of the Chicago 
A. A. team and myself at a supper held in the 
New. York A. C. clubhouse on Feb. 24. Kehoe 
expressed himself in favor of changes while 
in my presence. 

“No sooner were the rules compiled than 
I had copies made and sent to every club in 
the country having a team in the field. Does 
that look like trying to cripple C. A. A. plays? 
If the western clubs, instead of making 
offensive remarks, had put their views into 
shape as a new set of regulations they could 
have been discussed at a genera] meeting 
and everybody satisfied Where the new 
rules hamper the western style of play or 
how they help ours I fail to discover after 
careful investigation. 

“It is curious to me that knowing we were 
sending over the country for suggestions and 
approvals Mr. Brown of the Chicago Athietic 
assoclation did not bother to give his club's 
views although there was a month’s time 
for discussion. The oné strong wish of the 
committee to make the game clean made 
Boyce define all fouls clearly. Is that an 
objection? Does the penalizing of fuls 
hurt Chicago’s and Miseouri’s play?“

LOS ANGELES SCANDAL IS BLOT 
ON PUGILISTIO GAME. 


Battle in Which O’Brien, Burns, and 


McCarey Were Mixed Up Will Do 


Much to Knock Props from Under 
the Sport on Coast—Expose Un- 
doubtedly Will Cause “Philadelphia 
Jack” te Retire—Others in the Deal 
Equally Guilty.

The Jack O’Brien. Tommy Burns, Tom Mo- 
Carey fistic scandal still is the principal toplo 
in the world of sport, and their recent doings 
at Los Angeles will do much to knock the 
props from under the game. 

The exposé undoubtedly will send Jack into 
retirement, as it also should Burns and Mo- 
Carey, as they are equally as deep in the mire 
as Jack. The fact they were the first to 
“ squeal” does not alter the case one iota. 
They had a hand in the “ frameup and led 
the sporting public to believe everything con- 
cerning the battle was on the level. The 
fighters and McCarey knew the $30,000 purse 
was not meant and they also knew the offer 
was made to induce the Rhyolite fight pro- 
moters to hunch it to $35,000, and, if hunched, 
to split the extra $5,000. That was dishonest 
to begin with, but I presume they considered 
ita “ commercial transaction. 

— 

The double crossing of O’Brien by Burns 
and McCarey did not place them on a 
pedestal of honesty, nor was it approved of 
by square sporting men. Had their records 
been free from taint the stand they took in 
the affair might have met with the approval 
of the sporting public. Since the exposé 
it has been learned that Burns had been 
mixed up in shady transactions, requesting 
hie late manager, Billy Gee, to frame up 
some fights for him. McCarey, it also is 
alleged, has been mixed up in 4 few affairs 
that would not stand probing. He labors 
under the false impression that he protected 
the public by having the bets declared off. 
By the “ public’ he presumably had refer- 
ence to the Los Angeles betting, public. 

To my way of thinking he only protected 
the sure thing bettors, who had placed their 
money on O'Brien because he was slated to 
win before he entered the ring. He also pro- 
tected Jack's money, which, reports say, was 
quiteasum. The exposé, as stated, probably 
will send Jack into retirement. But how 
about Burns? It practically haa been proved 
that he is as deft a hand at jobbing as is 
O'Brien, still he has been honored with a 
match with Bill Squires to fight for the 
heavyweight championship of this country 
and Australia. That does not look like try- 
ing to drive the jobbers out of the game. 
But then, as O’Brien says, it all comes under 
the head of commercialism. The match, re- 
gardiess of its outcome, looks good from a 
box office standpoint, and, as the slogan now- 
adays is, get the money any old way,“ the 
fight will be foisted on the suffering public 
as the simon pure, blown in the bottle goods. 
There is no Goubt the battle will be honestly 
contested, but it does not look weil for the 
good of the sport to have a man of unsavory 
reputation pose as one of the contestants. 

McCarey has rematched Hugo Kelly and 
Jack Twin Suilivan to fight early next 
month, and he aleo is arranging to pull off a 
hight between Abe Attel and Kid Solomon. 
The probabilities are he will not stage either 
of them, as a number of prominent Los An- 
gelos sporting men intend to bring suit against 
him for obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. 

In the complaint the facts will be set forth 
that the fight between O’Brien and Burns 
was a raw fake and that the purchasers of 
tickets were the victims of a conspiracy to 
defraud. The complainants paid $30 each 
for seats, and if the perpetrators of the decep- 
tion are made to disgorge the money they col- 
lected from a duped public, McCarey will 
have to ‘‘ cough up” thousands of dollars. 
District Attorney Fredericks intends taking 
a hand in the matter, and as he has as much 
love for a pugilist as he has for a rattlesnake, 
Los Angeles may be wiped off the pugilistic 
Map. 

— 

The publishing of Tommy Burns letters by 
his late manager, Billy Gee, requesting the 
latter to fixt tights for him, came with bad 
grace. It was a commercial business with 
Gee when he was getting his rakeoff,“ and 
he, therefore, was a party to the crime.’ He 
entered into the scheme because le would 
receive some of the tainted proceeds, and 
there is no doubt the incriminating letters 
never would have seeh the light af day had 
not Burns dropped Manager Gee. 

The most dangerous set mixed up in the 
pugilistic game are the crooks who travel 
around the country skinning suckers on 
the lines of the old skin foot racers. The 
game, as 1 understand it, is for a cheeky, 
good talking fellow to round up a sure thing 
lover of the game and show him how to clean 
up a few thousand dollars by getting a fairly 
good fighter to lay down to a cheap fourth 
rater, The business man of the crooks gets 
the sure thing man in tow, introduces him to 
the star perfermer and to the referee, e 
plains to him how the fighter will collapse in 
a certain round and, with the referee to help 
out the steal, induces him to bet nis money. 
The fight generally takes place in private, 
the wrong man takes the count, the crooks 
take the money and then hike for other pas- 
tures.

GYMNASTS TO VISIT PRAGUE. 


America Will Send Good Representa- 
tion to the International Tourna- 
ment to Be Held in Bohemia. 


America’s representatives in the interna- 
tional gymnastic tournament at Prague, Bo- 
hemia, which will be held from June 28 to 
July 2, sail from New York for Havre June 1. 

From Havre they go to Paris, where they 
are scheduled to appear in the grand public 
gymnasium in competition with the French 
gymnasts and the Bohemian sokols residing 
in Paris. 

J. Frys of Detroit is at the head of the 
American delegation, which will be made 
up of twelve from the Zupa Fuegner-Tyrs 
and the Pizensky sokol of Chicago, four 
from Cedar Rapids, one from Omaha, one 
from Milwaukee, one from St. Louls, two 
from Cleveland, one from Detroit, and six 
from New York. In addition there will be 
twelve women gymnasts. J. Myslivecek of 
New York also will take over a team of 
six from the Slovaks. 

Besides America there will be represented 
in the tournament Sweden, Greece, England, 
Holland, France, Switzerland, Italy, Hun- 
gary, Algiers. Norway. and Belgium, in ad- 
dition to the Bohemian central organization, 
Ceska Obec Sokolska, in Europe, and all the 
sokols from the Slavic lands—iRussia, Posen, 
Montenegro, Servia, Bulgaria, Croatia, Sla- 
vonia, Moravia, Silesia, and Galicia.

“No 


2 change was made in Pacific coast. rates, 


which) were already excessively high, 

What was meant by this extraordinary 
raise of rates? No two men: perhaps 
‘would put the same construction upon the 
‘action of the telegraph companies. One 
theory would be that they are inviting the 
introduction of a postal telegraph system, 
and the sale of their own Hnes, many of 
which are out of date, to the government 
at a high price. If the Western Union 
and Postal could dispose of their old junk 
at the price they would be likely to ask 
and get-a handsome sum besides for their 
trunchises they would be only too pleased 
to quit business. 

‘Another theory is that the companies 
are suffering such losses from the com- 
petition of the telephone that they must 
charge. more in order to pay the same 
dividends as before. This is not a reason- 
able hypothesis. ‘The natural way to meet 


competition is not by increasing rates, but 


by lowering them. The cost of telegraph- 
ing has been reduced by new methods and 
inventions to such an extent that the com- 
panies could well afford to do business 
at much lower rates than formerly. What 
with the quadruplex system, the auto- 
matic repeater, and countless other inven- 
i which have been Introduced in tele- 
offices, the cost of doing business 
has been cut in two as, compared with 
even twenty-five years ago. The wages 
‘ot operators have not been increased. to 
such an extent as tq; add appreciably to 
the expenses of the companies. The re- 
om addition to wages has merely been 
aa. a pretext to shove up rates upon 

much: tried, long suffering public. 


* excuse given for the advance of 
“yates is that the companies have lost a 


good deal of their gambling business. 
They not raking in all the infamous 
profits formerly derived from the 
and poolroom sharks. But an 
article in one of the June magazines im- 
plies that one of the cgmpanies is doing 
indirectly that which it formerly did open- 
ly and above board. 

The natural consequences of the extor- 
tienate charges now made by the com- 
panies will be first, a falling off in busi- 
ness, and second an act of congress regu- 
lating the rates of the companies and re- 
ducing them to a point below that which 
they were at the beginning of the year. 
That would be just, for the companies 
ean afford to do business for much less 
than the rates they are now charging. 
Their capital stock is enormously. inflated. 
They do not represent the hundred millions 
of dollars at which their stock is valued in 
any present value. Whatever their plants 
may have cost, they have depreciated. 
The telephone. competition has been for 


them a serious matter as between near- 
by points. 


It has not,- however, cut into 
their revenues seriously for long distance 
work, as the telegraph is still so much 
cheaper and more expeditious than the 
telephone for long distances, where it is 
as much employed as before. With the 
natural growth of the country there has 
been a large normal increase of business, 
and besides the public has become more 
accustomed to the use of the telegraph 
than it once was. 

After weighing all the possible reasons 
for the sudden and extraordinary increase 
of rates Tue Trreune is inclined to think 
that the telegraph companies have decided 
to gell out to the government and to force 
upon the public that which it is reluctant 
to accept—namely: government ownership 
of the telegraph lines. It will then be 
simply a matter of figuring and dealing 
with members of congress tor the telegraph 
companies to obtain what they consider 
“a fair price” for their properties. Prob- 
ably it will be far more than their actual 
valus. 


NO CAUSE FOR WORRY. 


North shore residents are worried for 
fear that the bridges over the Chicago 
river will be opened during the rush hours 
of the morning and evening, thus causing 
them to miss their trains. There is no 
reason to fear anything of the kind. 
Without regard to the feelings of: subur- 
banites the interests of residents of Chi- 
eago forbid any infringement on the pres- 
ent hours for closed bridges. A number 
of people, estimated all the way from 
18,000 to 25,000, come in to business on 
the Northwestern road every day. Tho 
number of people living in Chicago who 
cross the river every day is much greater. 
Surface cars, elevated cars, and private 
vehicles carry many of these and thon- 
sands walk. Some of those who use the 
railroad trains live within the city limits. 
Roughly speaking, two-thirds of the pop- 
ulation of Chicago cannot reach the loop 
without crossing the river, and ot these 
fourteen hundred thousand people a large 
proportion actually do cross the river 
morning and evening. 

In distinction from rural European vil- 
lages where the town clocks have but 
one hand, or where the people still use 
sun dials to mark the passing hours, Chi- 
cagoans count the minutes. A delay of 
five minutes in reaching home disarranges 
plans for the evening. The stores, the 
factories, and the office buildings pour out 
their thousands of ocgupants at the same 
minute every day. The lines of transpor- 
tation can hardly handle the crowds now, 
and a stoppage of five minutes at the 
bridge throws everything into confusion 
for half.an hour, The people of Chicago 
are friendly to the villagers who come in 
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sufficient representation of the elements 
that are popularly’ described as “ radical.” 
A majority of the remaining members 
voted to press against Tum Trisunm a 
lawsuit which originally was instituted for 
vindietive and partisan reasons—to punish 
the paper for its previous criticisms of the 
board—and has not a shadow of equity 
behind It. . 

More than half of the remainla mem- 
bers are hostile to Tue Tus, but it 
asks no favors from them or from mem» 
bers who may be appointed in the futute. 
It stands on its legal and equitable

and is willing to bear thé brunt of all 


the insane, quixotic charges tliat may be 
made by the school board freaks against 
the lessees of achool lands and to have 
the ise fan and squarely tried in s 
court of .equity. 


‘What Tun Tarom does insist upon

Trrsune has never once sought and never 
will seek to influence the appointment of a 
single.member of the board of education, 
and it did not know in advance that the 
mayor intended to ask for the resignations 
of any members of the board. 

While asking no favors of the school 
board Tun Txrisune does not propose to 
be bullied or intimidated by that body or 
to be silenced by vindictive and baseless 
lawsuits in the prosecution of which much 
good money of the public will be spent in 
vain. J 


THE UNKNOWN BENEFACTOR. 

The announcement of a recent large 
gift to Princeton university was made 
with the accompanying statement that 
the donor preferred to remain unknown. 
The added remark that the gift came 
from members of an inconspicuous family 
served to whet curiosity, but has not led 
to the discovery of the identity of the 
generous friends. . 

At the annual commencement of Union 
theological seminary the president re- 
ported an anonymous gift of $200,000, 
the largest contribution with two excep- 
tions ever made to that venerable insti- 
tution. The donor does not wish his 
name made known. 

These two notable gifts coming in such 
quick succession have called attention to 


the fact’ that some of the donors of large 


amounts for educational or charitable pur- 
poses shrink from the publicity which is 
now so widespread, because of the ef- 
ficiency of the agencies which send news 
to all parts of the world. In some cases 
the gifts are made solely because of inter- 
est in the work for which. the offering is 
to be used with no thought of personal 
glory. In other cases the hesitancy is due 


to the desire to avoid the army of beg-. 


gars of all sorts which -besets the doors 
of the wealthy and charitable. 


The commencement season which has. 
now begun with the closing of the the- 


ological seminaries will last until late in 
June, institutions of various sorts making 
much of the annual gatherings when 
graduating classes are sent forth, when 
alumni return for reunions, and when the 
governing bodies make their plans for. the 
conduct of affairs. The college president 
has always taken particular delight in an- 
notncements of donations for buildings or 
endowments. They add strength to his 
administration, give fresh. enthusiasm to 
the alumni and friends, and make the 
members of the faculties all the more 
earnest in their devotion to the cause of 
education to which they have dedicated 


| their lives. 


The growth of-great fortunes in recent 
years has been attended with a generosity 
| which is unparalleled in the world’s his- 
tory. Education, particulafly, has 
profited. Not only ha ve there been now 
institutions established on broad founda- 


tions, but older ones have been strength-. 


ened. The gifts of one millionaire, have 
stimulated others to similar contributions. 
The small subscriptions of $1,000 or more 
which once represented sacrifice and deep 
personal interest have Jargely been lost 
from view in the grants from the munifi- 
cence of wealthy men and women. The

When one reads of the scheme for an 
elevated roadway beginning at Washing- 
ton street, obstructing the windows of the 
public library building and continuing 
north ¢or an indefinite distance, “not ex- 
ceeding one mille,“ one. ‘wonders whether 
Mr. Burnhatn’s office boy . is not 
overtorked in preparing-“ plans” for 
Commercial clab.

If Michigan avenue should be “widened, 
paved, lighted, swept, and cared for north 
of Jackson boulevard to the bridge as it Is 
south of Jackson boulevard a great part 
of the present difficulty would be forth- 
with removed, and the remaifider would 
disappear in a short time. Then. the 
project for a new bridge and for the im- 
provement on the north side might be 
treated as independent propositions. It 
‘would not be necessary to do all the work 
at one time. If Michigan avenue ever 
were boulevarded all the way to Rush 
street bridge it would be possible to pro- 
hibit heavy teaming except that which 
might originate in the avenue Itself. 

Too much has been made of the traffi> 
which Grosses the avenue on the way to 
the freight houses; It cannot be com- 
pared in point of volume and the obstruc- 
tion it causes to the street car and other 
traffic crossing Jackson boulevard at Fifth 
avenue, Clark street; State street, and 
Wabash avenue, to say nothing of the ele- 
vated tracks on Wabash and Fifth ave- 
nues. South of Randolph street Michigan 
avenue is not crisscrossed by traffic, and 
north of Randolph theres are but two 
streets where thé traffic is important. It 
could be easily regulated by competent 
pollasmen and would not interfere with 
the use of the avenue if properly con-

THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL. 

Chicago, May 17. [Editor of The Trib- 
une. I—I wish to corigratulate you most déep- 
ly for the timely and valuable editorial’ on 
the drainage channel in your paper of this 
date. I refer more particularly to the Calu- 
met cutoff, which the government and many 
able engineers who have made the question a 
study. condemn 

Notwithstanding all this, the trustees seem 
determined to go on expending money on a 
project opposed by the government. In so 
doing they would in all probability destroy 
our entire ‘drainage system, interfere with 
the deep waterway to the gulf, and make it 
impossible for Chicago to reclaim its former 
position’ among the first harbors of the 
country. 

With the flow through the main . 
of the river in connection with that of the 
north branch, which takes in Lawrence 
avenue conduit, Fullerton avenue, ahd 
Evanston and Wilmette channel, with the 
contents of the main channel and the north 
branch entering into ghe south branch at the 
fork, which is but feet wide, you can 
readily see the importance of a 300 
nel from that point in making a perfect ge- 
age system, as well ag preventing a swift 
current, which would interfere with our 
shipping. 

With this 300 foot channel you can 1 ap- 
preciate that it would make an ideal water- 
way channel to the gulf. To male this: 
width of channel a large portion from Robey 
street east could be secured at this time at 
@.mere nominal sum and the whole thing 
would be far less than the cost of the Calu- 
met cutoff which they are now 9 to 
construct. In constructing: this ne main

way contribute in the least toward the one purpose only worthy of

* Guilty’ I shall brew no more for the public.” A, however; the king 
was his best customer, he held out manfully all through the stormy 
night. It was so stormy that when basins of water for washing pur 
poses were passed in to the jury at 4 in the morning they were parched 
with such thirst that they drank them dry! 
acquittal and three for conviction, but two of these three soon gave in, 
leaving the king’s brewer in a minority of one. Thomas Austin, a coun- 
try gentleman of great estate, tried to argue the question with Arnold, 
who replied doggedly that, as he wasn’t used to argument, no argument 
could affect him.

Brilliant Man Loses Job. 
By Robert E. Lee. 


‘INCE tune business world became as 
busy 2s it is—that 18, since the era of 
strenuous ‘endeavor in business be- 
came the’rule in commercial life—the 
constant concern among employers 

has been to secure the services of men who 
are faithful and steady all the time, The 
world is. full of brilliant fellows—men who 
have ideas, and initiative, and cieverness, and 
inventiveness, but probably ten: out of fifteen 
of them are fatlures—whether working for 
some one or for themselves. Often men are 
found in lowly positions. or in mediocre em- 
ployment who are axbright and shining men- 
tally as the proverbial mirror, yet oer do not 
hold their’ positions Jong, 7 

Business mén have come to ee this. and 
they hesitate long before employing men 
who come to them with recommendations or 
claims of unusual cleverness. This anoma- 
lous condition is due to the fact that they 
have experimented with the fifteen and have 
found the ten to nor gave aD 


Brilliant fen Have Faults, 
. Why are they failures? Because they are 


brilliant in spurts, clever by starts, and in- 


ventive by fits.. Because, if they are consecu- 


tive in their cleverness, their brilliancy, their 


inventiveness, they are only so until the 
opportunity arises for intemperiainte or lazi- 


ness to take a hold upon them, and then they 


are not only of no value in business life while 
their attack laste but they are a positive 
detriment to business Because they mentally 
are unbalanced and apt to commit serious 

errors or to act toward patrons in a way 
to offend them. These faults are fatal and 
not to be condoned by brilliancy, cleverness, 
or inventive genius. 

This: condition, deplorable as 11 is, is bet- . 
ter illustrated in the newspaper field than 
anywhere else. A few years ago, say fif- 
teen, newspaper ‘editors, reporters, and ar- 
tists were notoriously intemperate. It was 
their common fault to either be drunkards or 
addicted to drugs It was the nightmare of 
the average city editor of a great daily 
newspaper that he never could be absolutely 
certain that the reporter he sent out to cover 
an important story would return for a week. 
He never was quite sure that the story would 
be covered. His men commonly. were intem- 
peraté and some of them uncontroliwbly so. 
It seemed; that the more brilliant a man, the 
less reliable he was. Because of-this un- 
fortunate condition the custom grew up in 
newspaper offices always to keep in employ- 
meat one or two men who were steady, going 
old Bobbins, never brilliant, never resouree- 
ful, | but always at the plow and always ready 
to turn a furrow, though it de not so well 

vA = nor #0 oy: as no Sh EAP: 
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Today, although conditions in newspaper 
‘offices have been ‘révolutionized, one on two 
of these steady going, reliable men are to be 
found in every newspaper office of any size, 
They are retained in their old days and kept 
at light routine work because the heads. of 
the great: newspapers feel a deep gratitude 
to them for faithful services rendered. 

But the conditions have changed. The one 
unforgivable. fault in a. newspaper office is 
intemperance and consequentsunrelia bility. 
Men who once belonged to the unfeliables 
were forced, by loss of position and imahbility 
to get another, to reform. There are none 
ot the oldtime drunkards to be found, and the 
britzutest minds now are to be. found in news 
paper work because it Is known that tem- 
perance, reliability, continuous sanity, stead- 
iness, and brilllaney must go together or 
there is no place on a newspaper open. Abil- 
ity and reliability must go together. 

There hardly is a business man at the head 
ot à concern which employs many men whe 
has not experimented with men of the type 
which has ability but not reliability. These 
experiments have cost them money and men- 
tal worry. The busy business man with large 
interests would as soon lose money as to lose 
physical force, which goes out when continu- 
ous mental worry comes in. That is why men 
of only moderate abilities, just plain plow 
horses as it were, often are found in positions 
of considerable importance, while other men 
whose abilities are known to be greater, 
hose minds are brilllamt, who are full of 


ideas, either are in lowly pent are are 


denied positions altogéther.

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How to Write a Good Ad. 


Meke Your Appeal to Those Who Buy: 
Points on Illustration and Type Display. 


By Roy S. 


LARG® general advertiser once de- 


clared that all advertising is a am- 


ble—that the opinion of e newsboy is 

as good as that of the expert until the’ 

efficiency of the advertisement has 
been provén! While this might have been 
true years ago, it is not so today. The suc- 
cessful ad writer now plans and writes his 
copy knowingly. He feels certain that it will 
produce the desired results. It all depends 
upon saying the right thing, to the right peo- 
ple, at the right time. 

Advertisements are successful or otherwise 
just as personal salesmen are. If you were 
the shrewd, far seeing sales manager of some 
large institution you would] employ men 
capable of presenting your proposition forci- 
bly to the people whom you want to buy your 
goods. Their personal appearance must-de 
attractive and their argument an appeal to 
the common sense, good judgment, and taste 
oftheir customers. * 

This same principle should be applied in the 
prepafation and writing of advertisements. 
First of all your ad should be neat and at- 
tractive, and then it must be aimed at the 
people .you want to reach. Just fancy your- 
self talking to an audience of possible cus- 
tomers and try to look at the proposition 
from their viewpoint. 9 

In commercial publicity there are primarily 
two forms—general and mafl order advertis- 
ing. All articles advertised to be sold by 
retailers or agents are in the general pub- 
eity class. Advertising designed to sell 
goods direct to the consumer without the aid 
of personal salesmanship ig in the mail order 
class.

Befote you begin to write analyze the word 
best ; it is a much abused term.

Make your talk personal, so 
the reader easily can imagine it is a message 
to him individually: The following examples 
are given to make this point clear:

In a contest for a prize for little 
mothers Mrs. Shaw would win over all 
the freaks in the civilised world; as well 
as over all the little people that dwell 
in the remote Asiatic hills. 

Mrs. Shaw is 27% inches tall—only a trifle over 2 
feet. At the mature age of 34 she weighed only 3? 
pounds. She site in a child’s rocker and sleeps in a 
baby’s bed; and even at that she is obliged to climb on 
her chair before she can tumble over the bed's edge.

Call Upon the American Consul. 


Go to the American consul, says. Mrs. Proudfoot, be- 
fore you rent, and ask him to recommend somebody— 
do not depend on the real estate agents. Then you can 
tell him what you want to pay, just about what you want 
to live for, and you soon will have your villa and ser- 
yants, and everything you want ta eat. at your door 

The first house we rented Was on the foothills of 
Vesuv@us, about six miles from Naples, and we got 
there on a funny little car which followed the road a 
This road had endless villas, one after 
the other. and ours was a great marble palace, four 
stories high and with balconies all around it. Climb- 
ing roses reached to the roof—which is flat and where 
everybody sits. When we looked out from the front 
we looked straight up at Vesuvius.and out at the Wack 
forty acres of our own orange and lemon groves sloped 
down to the Bay of Naples. 1 

We got all this for $80 a month, although it wasn't 
necessary to pay so much, as there were hundreds of 
villas which we could have had at half the price, and 
especially by renting for the entire time, instead of by 
the month. There were sixty rooms.and picture gal- 
lertes besides, and we only kept twelve rooms open 
he galleries kept

„ grounds,” and 2 N were two porter's lodges in the 


Bs 


front eorners, and back of these great circular flower 
gardens on each side. 

We had trouble learning how to keep house. We 
got a woman cook for $6 a month-—you have to pay 
$* to $10 for a man—and as she was honest we tet 
her do the marketing for us. This was afterward— 


after we had tried going around on the little car and 


trying to bring things home. One thing you didn't 
know when you said “good-by” was whether you 
would get back in seven hours or two. 

The street car stops every little while and you won- 
der what is the matter. Perhaps the conductor had 
got off to stop a fuss. Sometimes the car is stopped 
by goats, or there jis an old woman with a push cart 
in the way. Often one of these gets upset, and the 
people crowd around and tear their hair and beat their 


breasts, and you would think the whole community 


was going to smasi. You ask what the damage is and 


finally find out it is about 80 cents. 

We found that we had to go through six or eight 
little municipalities and at every one the car had to 
stop while we paid customs, only a penny each, and 
you can imagine how many we needed. 

It is here that it comes in good to know about how 
they take American money. One woman friend had 
her money in English sovereigns, and they wouldn't 
look at those. They are suspicious about checks, don’t 
understand them, and think you are cheating them, but 
they will take an American dollar every time, especial 
iy a bill, and on this when you make change for t 
there is 6 cents premium. 4 lire or a franc is equal 
to 20 cents, and their 5 franc piece stands for $1. You 
need the greatest amount of change. as you give every- 
body something for everything they do for you. 

We tried carrying our own bundles up the fill at 
first, but there always was somebody to do it for a 
penny—we only saved a cent or two cents and we 
were half dead when we got up. They carried things 


on their heads and did their beads besides. 

Afterward we learned to let the cook do the mar- 
keting—cooks are to be found who have served ‘only 
in English and American families and know how they 
like to live. One soon gets partly into the Italian 
way of eating, though, and breakfast gets to be cocoa 
and fresh rolls. We lived on fruit and had oranges, 
mandarins, and dates, and reveled in melons—citron 
melons were the most common. It actually is possi- 
ble to live cheap enough to save all your expenses of 
traveling around and the cost of what clothes you need 


besides. 

This is not so. wonderful, as the price of a (ar- 
riage all day is only $1. A whole bushel basket of 
vegetables can be bought for 8 or 10 cents, with caull- 
flower, radishes, turnips, potatoes, artichokes, endive, 
and more yet In it. It is easy to be a vegetarian. 

Pretty girls bring the cows down to your door 
from somewhere up in the mountain and mik them 
right in front of you. They bring the wine, too, on 
their heads. One day I was in the drawing room, and 
in came a boy, who flopped a great lot of live chickens 
down on the floor in front of me. He was bringing in 4 
few for me to choose from, and I got three for Sunday 
dinner at 80 cents apiece. One gets in the habit of hav- 
ing macaroni! a great deal for dinner, and the Italian 
fishes are a standby. They are little and delieate, and 
eome ready split open. 

* * 


Housemaid Gets $3 « Month. 


Resides the cook there has te be another wermasn, 
who waits on the table and makes the beds. She is 
paid only $38 or $4 a month. She has to wipe the floors 
up every day with Kerosene. This is to keep away the 
fleas. How to get rid of them is one of the first things 
you have to learn about Keeping: house, and when you 
have learned this it is easy to be clean, as the floors 
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are all tile or marble. You bargain to have your washing 
and froning done outside, and it all costs less than one 
maid here. 

The stoves we used are the same they had in Nero’s 
time. I know, for I saw a picture of one in exactly the 
Same pattern as ours on a piece ofan old ruin. They are 
porcelain, and have little crocks to cook the things in 
that stand down into holes, and they call it baking. 

One of the first things before we were settled was 
to get the children a donkey and a monkey. The mon- 
key cost $1.40. The donkey rent was so cheap that we 
did not buy one, but hired the same one regularly. We 
had this to take the children to school. They went 
every day to a little private school, where they were 
taught German in the morning and English in the 
afternoon. 

I rented a sewing machine, which you also get fer 
almost nothing. Sewing is cheap if you don’t let them 
think you can pay too much, and this is one of the ad- 
vantages of being out of season, as they don't expect 
much from those who are there in the summer. You 
can get a suit made for $6 or $8 by the man tallor, 
and sometimes a shirt waist as low as 30 cents. A 
boys suit will be about the same, and diso a little

Houses Not Heated in Winter. 

Among the cheapest things are the silk blankets. 
They are the beautiful figured ones which cost so much 
here. Six francs will buy a lovely one. They are 
needed, too, in the winter, as the only way of 
the house is to open everything and flood it with sun- 
shine during the day. In summer you follow just the 
opposite plan, and open it early in the morning, and 
then shut everything up to keep the sun out.

The Rev. Jackson outlined the negative side of the 
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almost as well as men, and bet - 
ter than boys, and it would give 
them a chance to earn their own livelihood and retain 
their self-respect. 

The idea was received with enthusiasm, and the 
following day the committee appointed by the Home 
Mission society called upon Mr. Price, presented its. 
case, and received assurances that the two women 
would be put to work immediately. 

It never ocourred either to the society or to Mr. 
Price that any objection would be raised, but on the 
following day at noon, when the other workers, all 
men, learned that two women had been employed, 
Dan Spruance, who was one of the leaders of the men, 
arose to protest. 

Dan had been much impressed by the arguments 
of the walking delegate, and he recalled some of the 
things the agitator had said concerning the employ- 
ment of women and children in mills. He stated that 
the hiring of these two women meant the beginning 
of a new era, for the history of the industrial world 
showed that where High priced and skilled male labor 
came into contact with low priced female labor the 
men, had to go.

Men Employes Threaten Strike. 

He told them that, if Rita Mindenhall and Mrs. 
Donaldson should be hired; it would be only a ques- 
tion of time until the women and girls of Haworth 
would be doing the work and the men either would 
be out of employment or forced to seek it in some 
other city. He advised the framing of a Aino ener 


and a threat to strike. 
So that same afternoon Mr. Price received a dele- 


gation of his workers who, after Spruance had talked, 
went away triumphantly, having coerced Mr. Price 
into reconsidering his promise to give employment to 
the two penniless women. 

The news spread like wiHdfire throughout the town 
that the men refused to work with the two women 
and had threatened to strike unless the women kept 
out of the mills. Immediately Ellen Gage heard of 
the move made by the men she went to see Mr. Price, 
to ask if it was true. He explained his situation; that 
he was helpless before the threats of the men, and 


that the prosperity of the town depended on keeping 


the mills open. He had been forced to concede their 
demand. Miss Gage confessed that this was true, and 
went to report to the Mission society. 

On her way to Mrs. Merriam’s house, where the 
meeting had been called, Miss Gage had the most 
brilliant idea of her life. She arrived a little late 
and found the women, the wives, daughters, and 
sweethearts of the men who had threatened to strike. 
wild with indignation, and clamoring for vengeance. 
Bach one was threatening to tell her husband what 
she thought of him.

Indignant Women Form Conspiracy. 

Miss Gage asked per. sion to speak. She spoke 
long and she spoke well. When she concluded every 
woman in the house agreed with her and each one 
pledged herself to follow out the plan outlined. 

That evening there was inaugurated in Haworth 
the famous “bread and cheese strike.“ 

The beginning was mild. Every wife, as was her 


question. He held that spooning, in any form, between 
couples not engaged to be married was in bad taste, 
and that it was unmoral if not immoral, for young 
couples to hug and squeeze each other while buggy 
riding, leading to a tendency toward laxer morals. He 
made a hit towards the end of his address by painting 
the delights of the first embrace and the first kiss 
which were eminently proper after a girl had con- 
sented to marry a man. 

The debate continued hotter and hotter along these 
lines, and, as the time for the closing arguments be- 
tween Miss Garrett and Mr. Penner came, it was a 
toss up as to which was leading, although the negative 
appeared to have established the stronger line of argu- 
ment. 

Miss Garrett calmly reviewed the arguments of the 
others, and then launched into a defense of woman- 
hood. She pictured a beautiful and innocent girl, who. 
trustful and confiding, went buggy riding with a young 
man, and how he destroyed her belief and faith in man- 
kind and shocked her maiden sense of propriety by 


hugging her.

During the afternoon Miss Gage appeared at the 
mills and announced that, unless the men surrendered 
and permitted Miss Mindenhall and Mrs. Donaldson to 
go to work, there would be no meat served that night. 
Some ef the men grew angry, some avowed they 
would see about it, and some swore they would cook 
their own meals before they would surrender. 

That night the strike was extended to beefsteak, 
ham, bacon, and all other forms of meat. The women 
served bread, butter, tea, milk, onions, cheese, and 


eggs— but no coffee, potatoes, or meat was permitted.

Starving the Men into Submission. 

For four days the strike held on that basis. Some 
of the men quarreled violently with their wives, and 
some went to the butcher shop, bought, carried home, 
and cooked their own supplies. But, at the called 
meeting of the Mission society there were ten favor- 
able reports. Ten wives reported that their husbands 
were wavering and had assured them that, if it were 
not for the others, they would be glad to let the 
women go to work. 

These reports were greeted with cheers, and the 
society voted unanimously to cut off e&gs the fol- 
lowing day. 

This step was met with greater violence and more 
threats on the part of the recalcitrant husbands; who, 
besides going hungry at home, were forced to endure 
the jeers of the men who kept store or the farmers 
who had heard of the strike of the women.

For a week the strike went on, the women gaining 
only four new recruits. Reports of serious clashes 
in certain homes were current, but the women held 
their ground, and the next step was to cut off the tea. 
It took eight days to bring the rations down to 
bread and cheese. At that time there were thirty- 
nine workers pledged to support the cause of the 
women and the others still hung out. Some were 
trying to cook for themselves, and others were re- 
sorting to the bakery and the restaurant or man- 
aging to subsist on crackers and cheese. 

The women decided it was time for dende 
measures. Mrs. Fork, who owns the bakery, was en- 
listed in the cause of the women, and she agreed not 
to sell bread to any of the recalcitrants. That brought 
two more over into the fold, and Miss Gage, deciding 
it was the moment for a final coup, issued a sweeping 
order that, after the following noon, crackers and 
water alone would be served.

Starving Men Give Up at Last. 

The following morning 
brought in to insure the women a majority of the 
workers in the mills. Instead of making clainis, the 
women got together and planned another surprise. 
The men were hungry, and some of them were ugly. 
All morning while the men worked the women cooked 
and at noon they appeared at the mills carrying big 
baskets, and, securing permission from Mr. Price, they 
laid two tables in the wareroom. On ome was heaped 
fried chicken, cakes, biscuit, with pots of steaming 
coffee, on the other a pile of crackers and water. 

At noon the men were summoned into the room.

HEN the Ghost actuaily walks on the 
stage he is certain of the spot light dur- 
ing the entire performance. For the only 
time that one actor is not jealous of an- 
other is found in this case. Every one 
coneedes the Ghost the center of the 
stage—and he can stay there just as long 
as he pleases. 

The Ghost comes on to the stage in the case of big 
companies once a week, generally early in the week 
if the company is on for a run; and as a rule on the 


_ afternoon before the close of a week’s stand, although 


some companies make it a rule to settle with the ‘per- 
formers immediately after settling with the house 
after the final performance of a week. When the com- 
panies af playing at one theater for à long stand 
pay day generally falls on Monday. 

Perhaps there is no business in the world where 
pay day is as irregular as in the show business. This 
is true of the big “trust owned” companies, for the 
reason that the management pays when it best suits 
its own convenienee, and it is true with the small 
road companies because the management pays when 
it has the money to pay—and skipping a week is not 
unusual.

Actors Paid on the Stage. 


The performers in any company, of course. are

employés. The “house” employés are paid by the local 
management, while the treasurer of the traveling 
show settles up accounts with his performers, elec- 
and such help.

One of the most interesting sights connected with 
a theater is the Ghost walk behind the curtain, es- 
pecially in a big company. Stage workers natura 
are trained to perfect discipline on the stage, and 
the manner of paying off is so well known to them 
that they can go through the motions without 
thinking. 

To see a company of perhaps 150 persons, in all 
kinds of costumes, getting their pay for amusing the 
public for one week is a unique tacle—and per- 
haps as amusing to an outsider as any of the things 
the same company does with intent to amuse. 

In the- first place the word goes around the com- 
pany,during the performance that the Ghost will walk. 
In many companies everybody knows on which night 
the Ghost will appear, but in some the tidings are re- 
ceived with much relief. 


* * 
Ghost. Gives Star Performance. 

If the public could Know what night the Ghost 
walked it would see the best performance of the week, 
tor on pay nights the play always goes with more 
snap and life than on any other evening of the week. 
Everybody appears to feel good, and the fun is spon- 
taneous. The moment the curtain drops on the final 
scene there is something doing behind the scenes of 
which. the applauding audfence knows nothing. It 
may force the stars to appear before the curtain and 
bow, but no one ever has known a manager hardy 
enough to ring up again on pay night.

lese dyspeptic with an ap- 
Petite, turn wearily away 
from the epicurean master- 
pieces of their own crea- 
tion. Ask the Annex chef 
to name the best cook in 
Chicago and he will reply 
at once that his wife holds 
that distinction, and to the 
same query Mr. Kientz, 


Theodore Pierrotodr 
Chef at the Annex who is not married, awards 
the honor to the mistress 


of a south side family with whom he makes his home. 

Both Mr. Pierrot and Mr. Kientz, acknowledged as 
the best chefs in Chicago, are Frenghmen by birth and 
American citizens by choice. Mr. errot, who has been 
compiling menus for nearly forty years, boasts that he 
is a born Frenchman, an ex-German, and a contented 
American. Both have risen to the top of their 
profession after long years of hard work. Both cater 
to an exacting patron and each is a specialist in 
the fancy dishes for which their respective restaurants 
are famous. Both have unlimited authority to search 
the best food markets in the world for their kitchen 
supplies, and each has a corps of trained assistants to 
help him. In spite of these things, Mr. Piérrot lives on 
a daily ration of three eggs, carefully prepared by his 
wife, and Mr. Kientz, purveyor to thousands of finical 
stomachs, lives through the week, as he expresses it, on 
the commonest sort of grub imaginable. On Sunday the 
chef at Rector’s enjoys a real good meal, prepared by 
Mrs. L. Erhardt, 2110 Michigan avenue, with whom he 
makes his home, and who, in his opinion, ts the best 


cook in the world.

Rector's Chef Eats Two Boiled Eggs. 


The chef at the Annex declares he does not under- 
stand how some of the patrons who go into ecstasies 
ever his cooking can liv’ on the wonderful dishes he 
daily sets before them. He thinks some of them must 
have cast iron stomachs, and no sooner does he reach 
this conclusion than a waiter comes hurrying out of the 
dining room with a message from some distinguished 
patron praising his efforts to the skies and declaring in 
whole souled delight that his dinner could not have been 
better. Mr. Pierrot then sends away to France or 
Norway for a bit of fine cheese or a case of rare old 
wine, knowing from his experience that the owner of 
some high strung stomacu will call for them later, and 


marvels not, as he slowly eats his three eggs, at the 


amount of indigestion in the world. 

The first thing that Leon Kientz, chef at Rector’s, 
does every morning after buying a carioad of supplies, 
arranging his menu cards for the day, making up orders 
for his various assistants, planning several elaborate 
dinners, inventing a new dish or two for some grouchy 
but wealthy patron, setting the kitchen to rights, and 
ordering supplies for the next day, is to eat his 
breakfast. This does not take long, because the chef at 
Rector’s, like his friend and fellow craftsman at the 
Annex, is fond of boiled eggs, and usually eats two of 
them every morning. The eggs have to be washed down, 
and for that purpose Mr. Kientz uses a small cup of 
coffee. With the eggs and coffee the Rector culinary

Receive Envelopes Containing Cash. 

The treasurer, armed with a list, throws open his 
grips—and reveals perhaps thousands of dollars in 
Httle envelopes, in each of which is a stated sum orf 
money and on the outside a name. Like a flash he 
runs through them, tosses out an envelope, the actor 
to whom it belongs grabs it, signs a receipt, and de- 
parts—sometimes hurriedly to escape being dunned, 
and sometimes equally hurriedly to seek the nearest 
beer shop. 

The principals are paid in a few minutes. Occa- 
sionally one tries to stop and argue about some small 
fine or trifling deduction—but is referred to the man- 
Ager. Then, from the Op side the chorus people, fill- 
ers in, and others line up to receive their stipend and 
march past. The costumes, the haste. the anxiety, 
gayety, anger, weariness, lights, and the bare back 
walls make the scene quite as impressive and in- 
tensely more human than the show the public sees.

For lunch Mr. Kientz varies his program, but usually 
makes his midday meal of a slice of beef or, perhaps, a 
leg of chicken, two slices of bread, and 4 glass of 
water. While he is eating this walters are scurrying 
back and forth laden with the finest of soups, fowl, 
meats, salads, and desserts. Great trayfuls of con- 
coctions which Mr. Kientz frankly admits would kill 
him in a week are carried out to the delighted 
patrons, and seldom is there anything but praise for 
the way they are prepared. 

In the evening the chef at Rector’s satisfies his 
hunger with a bowl of soup, a piece of meat, some

Refuse to Eat Fancy Dinners. 


Mr. Kientz says there are men and women in Chi- 


cago who can eat a dinner like this every evening and 


live to tell about it. Often they do tell him about it, 
and it usually is in terms of highest praise. The Rec- 
tor chéf, whose greatest pride is in preparing this and 
similar dinners for the patrons of his employers, says 
he wants none of it in his. 

„d rather face a hostile band of Indians than tackle 
a meal like that,” said Mr. Kientz, pointing to the menu 
card. “Yet I have heard thousands of people say they 
enjoy such dinners, and so, being the chef, it's my cue 
to give ‘em what they want.” 

On Sunday Mr. Kientz eats his heartiest meal, which 
never is prepared by him. At the south side home of 
Mrs. Erhardt, where Chef Kientz lives, there always 15 
an excellent dinner, cooked by the mistress of the house- 
hold, and declared by such a competent critic as the 
chef of Rector’s to be the best in the world. These din-

companies that carry $5,000 pay rolls, and sometimes 
more. There can be no set rule as to what an actor’s 
salary will be, for it varies with every firm. An actor 
is worth just as much as he can get—and the fact is, 
he does not get nearly as large sums as the manage- 
ment often states.

From $12 to $1,000 a Week. 


There are companies carrying twelve persons on 
the road and qarning big returns, whose pay rolls 
will not average $250 a week, and over a third of 
that is paid to one member. There are companies that 
have weekly pay rolls running up towards $7,000— 
but these are not numerous. 

One of the best authorities on stage finance, when 
requested to make out a pay roll for an imaginary 
company of 126 persons, stated that it would sum 
up about ¢his way, if it was to be a star production: 


26 actors at $12 $ 3005 actors at $100 $ 500 
25 actors at 318. 375 2 actors at $300 

50 actors at $20 1.000 1 aetor at $500

‘This, he said, was_Aguring on a first class company 
throughout to produce musical pieces in first class 
houses. He said that he could, in hiring such a com- 
pany, perhaps cut off $500 from the calculation. It all 
depended on the actors themselves. If the star cost 
$1,000 a week. he could get “something just as good, 
but cheaper,“ for other parts and save lots of money 
there.

Chef at Rectors 
have heard it said that a 


man or woman working in a kitchen, ‘where steam and 
vapor are rising from cooking foods, will absorb no 
small amount of nutriment through his skin. This may 
be the scientific explanation of it, and it certainly is 
true that their bodies are nourished in some other than 
the ordinary way. Some days 1 do not eat a bite of 
anything and yet rétain my good health and sound 
stomach. On Sunday I can eat as much as any healthy 
man, provided I keep out of the kitchen.” 

The best two chefs in Chicago do not eat $4 worth 
of food in a week between them. Mr. Pierrot seldom 
eats more than his customary three eggs, except on 
Sunday, when he has dinner at home with his family. 
Hardly a day passes, on the other hand, when one or the 
other of them does not prepare a meal costing any- 
where from $10 to $600. The best single dinner that 
either of them could get up for one person would not 
cost to exceed $50, and that would include a couple of 
bottles of the costliest wines that money could buy. 
Such a meal as the one given above could be cooked by 
either Mr. Kientz or Mr. Pierrot, provided they were 
given twenty-four hours’ notice, for approximately $30. 


* * 
Good Meal at Cost of $30. 

At this price one of the newsboys that sell papers in 
the vicinity of the Annex or Rector’s could eat up the 
profits of two months at 4 single sitting, were he in- 
clined to invest his savings in that manner. A cabby, 
waiting on the corner for a call for his services, would 
have to drive ten hours every night for two weeks 
through the sleet and rain in order to earn enough to 
buy himself such a spread, and after he had it bought 
he probably would be puzzled to know which end to 
start on when it came t.me to feast. 

„And such a meal,” said Chef Kients, who prepares 
dozens of them évery week, “probably would kill the 
newsboy, the cabby, and me, were we to attempt to eat 


one of them.” 

Mr. Pierrot organized the Chefs club of Chicago, and 
was its first president. The club now has fifty mem- 
pers, and meets regularly every Tuesday in the club- 
rooms at 184 Dearborn street. Mr. Kients is the presi- 
dent of the club now, having been chosen to that office 
at the last election. Both the Annex and the Rector 
chefs are known by all the cooks in Chicago as the heads 
of their profession in this part of the country, and on 
culinary matters they are recognized everywhere as 
authorities. Neither thinks it strange that he should 
be a poor eater, and both declare, modestly, that it is 
little wonder that they cannot eat their own cooking, 
Knowing it as well as they do. 

Thousands of others are more than glad to eat it, 
though, and still other thousands wish they could have 


an opportunity.

Dog Earns $62.00 in a Day. 


[XTY-TWO dollars is the sum earned by 
a former Chicago dog for his presént 
master during a single day's wolf hunt. 
The animal formerly was owned by . 
ward Tilden, ex-president of the Chicago 
board of education, but he gpw is owned 
by “Wolf” Davis, who in Wisconsin i# 
known as one of the most famous won 
hunters in all Badgerdom. 

The dog is a Russian wolf hound. He was given to 
Mr. Tilden by a member of a theatrical company, and 
Mr. Tilden sent him up to his farm, located on Lake 
Delavan. The farmer chased the animal off the prem- 
ises because he would do nothing but fight. Inside of 
a week he had laid out half the dogs in the township. 

Davis then was city marshal of Delayun, and the 
dog had to be placed in his hands for the peace of the 
community. Mr. Tilden never has asked for his return 
and Davis has had charge of him ever since. The other 
day Davis took the hound out for a chase and he proved 
true to his natural instinct. In the course of the hunt 
Orliff—that’s the dogs name—chased an old she wolf 
to her lair, and the result was that the old one and 
seven young ones were captured. These were taken to 
the county treasurer at Elkhorn, who paid Davis the 
gross sum of $62 bounty. 

Davis has a record of having taken over 500 wolves 
in his time. He has been hunting for over twenty 
years. He says that not more than one dog in a thou- 
sand will take the back track in hunting wolves. Orliff 
in this instance is the thousandth. This faculty is fully 
developed in the beast, and Davis is holding on to him 
as a rich prize. 2 

Orliff comes from near St. Petersburg and was 
brought to the United States as a puppy by an actor 
who had visited the Russian capital. The puppy never 
had been trained to hunt wolves, but the blood of his

During the winter in Wisconsin the Russian hound 
was turned loose and he drove all the big timber wolves 
out of the district.

The sick child's soiled linen should 
be soaked in hot water containing one-quar- 
ter of a pound of sulphate of zinc and one- 
eighth of a pound ot. salt to every gallon of 
water.

Length of Time Required to 
Uncover the Fraud. 


Toronto, Ont., May 18.—What bears upon 
the face of it the stamp of an. impudent 


swindle by which there Is reason to believe 
a large number of Canadian firms have been 
defrauded has just been unearthed by the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ association. 


About a year ago a firm of piano manufac- | 


turers received from a firm in Buenos Ayres, 
Argentina, describing themselves as whole- 
sale dealers, an order for half a dozen pianos. 
The order ran as follows: Dear Sir: Your 
name has been given to us asa reliable house 
manufacturing pianos. We have an order 
here for several pianos which we could fill 
if the goods can be delivered properly. It is 
not so much a case of having a particular 
kind of instrument as of getting the goods in 
a hurry. We want you, therefore, to ship 
us half a dozen of your high class pianos and 
we inclose a ninety days’ draft on our house 
in Madrid, Spain (mentioning a firm there). 
We are simply acting as their branch house 
in Buenos Ayres, and they are responsible 


for all our transactions. They authorize us 


to draw on them for any orders we may 
care to make, and if you desire to make in- 
quiries through your bank you are at liberty 


Draft Is ted. 

The, plano manufacturing firm, scenting 
possibilities of a new market, communicated 
with a bank in Madrid, and on being assured 
that the draft would be accepted, at once 
shipped the pianos. Before the consignment 
reached its destination, however, the sus- 
picions of the piano manufacturer had been 
aroused, and he wired the shipping agent 
at Buenos Ayres to withhold delivery. Not 
long afterwards came a letter from the so- 
called dealers who had ordered the pianos, 
complaining of the nondelivery of the instru- 
ments, and stating that tne transaction was 
of. The plano manufacturer now found 
himself in the position of having either to 
get rid of his pianos at what price they wauld 
fetch, which was little or nothing, or pay 
the heavy freight to bring them back. In 
the circumstances the firm decided to take 
their chance with the parties who had or- 
dered them, and the planos were duly de- 
livered. When a demand was made upon the 
Madrid house for payment it was found that 
the whole transaction was a fraud. 

The matter, which was brought under the 
attention of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
association at the time, was recently re- 
called to the secretary by the receipt of many 
inquiries from members of the association as 
to the bona fides of a certain brafich in 
Buenos Ayres of a Madrid house from which 
they had received orders. 


Swindle Is Impudent. 

The orders were couched in language al- 
most identical with that used in the case of 
the plano manufacturers, the only difference 
being that the firm in Buenos Ayres now 


given was that which hed previously been. 


used by the house in Madrid, and vice versa. 

The Buenos Ayres firm have apparently ob- 
tained poesession of a Canadian directory 
and possibly of some of the Manufacturers’ 
association trade indexes, for it appears that 
they have been ordering goods of all classes 
from manufacturers in various parts of Can- 
ada. Accompanying the order in each case 
ie a ninety days’ draft on the Madrid house, 
which is obviously working in conjunction 
with the parties in Argentina.

WOMEN PERFORMERS

Though Clawed and Lacerated, Both Le- 
cape with Their Lives, While Specta- 
tors Shriek and Faint. :

PARIS, May 18.—Two women fell into a 
cage of lions in the Apollo, a new music hall 
only recently opened, and were nearly eaten 
up. The spectacle was much more sensa- 
tional, and one might say sanguinary, than 
had been intended by the program. The two 
women were tight rope dancers and were 
supposed to perform a series of feats on a 
rope stretched across the stage, and under 
which there was a big cage with two lions. 

The top of the cage was left open, so that 
the lions could see the women performing 
over their heads and the public at the same 
time could enjoy a delightful sensation of 
terror. The lions.as a rule took no interest 
im the feats of the tight rope walkers, and 
sometimes even dozed off while they were in 
progress. Perhaps they could not see the 
sense of the exploits, 

A few nights ago, however, they were sud- 
denly awakened from their indifference. The 
rope snapped in twain in the middle of a 
performance and the unkappy women fell 
litérally into the jaws of the lions. 

The wild beasts, naturally, did not under- 
stand the situation, and mauled and clawed 
the women terribly. One of the women had 
presence of mind enough to remain prostrate 
on the floor of the cage and succeeded in 
crawling out, while her companion was so 
imprudent as to stand up and was being 
mangled by the lions. The audience was in 
a panic, women screamed with terror and 
fainted. 

At last, after considerable effort, the re- 
maining woman was rescued from the cage. 
Her arms and breast were terribly clawed 
and bitten, but she had escaped with her life 
and seemed cheerful over it. She even took 
her companion by the hand, and, with dra- 
matic self-composure, came before the cur- 
tain and saluted the spectators, 


CLIMBERS SWING IN SPACE 
FROM A MOUNTAIN PEAK. 


Rope Which Holds Them Both Luckily 
Catches on a Crag and They Are Sus- 
pended for Many Hours. 


LONDON, May 18.—A terrible adventure 
befell two tourists who set out from the 
Wasdale Head hotel on Sunday with the 
object of climbing Scawfell, the perilous 
mountain peak in Cumberland which during 
recent years has been the scene of many 


accidents. 

The two men. roped together, reached the 
summit of Yewbarrow Pike when suddenly 
the foremost slipped and, falling, brought 
his companion down with him, 

Fortunately the rope which held them to- 
gether caught a spur in the broken rocks 
and the climbers were left hanging in midair, 
with a terrible fall of several hundred feet 
facing them should their rope give way. 

For several hours they hung thus, unable 
to move from their perilous position. 

The rope held out and at last their plight 
was seen by another party of climbers and 
they were rescued. Both men were in an ex- 
hausted condition and medical assistance 
was necessary when the rescue party arrived 
again at the Wasdale Head hotel. 


FRANCE WARS ON GAMBLING. 


Resort Started by Americans in Paris 
Closed as Beginning of Crusade 
Against Similar Resorts.

PARIS, May 18.—Under the imposing name 

of the Club of the City of Arts“ there ex- 
isted of the Quai du Marché Neuf an es- 
tablishment which the police closed up yes- 
terday as a common gaming house. The so- 
called club was founded by an American 
named Draper, who talked of organizing 
there exhibitions of pictures by American 
artists, but who some time ago was expelled 
from France. 

A decree of expulsion also was made out 
against his brother, Lonsdale Draper, who 
continued to manage the club after the 
founder's departure, but go far Lonsdale has 
managed to evade police inquiries. 

This marks the opening campaign against 
the gambling resorts in Paris. From many 
watering places and summer resorts where 
baccarat has been wont to flourish come 
reports indicating that the uncertainty as to 
the ministerial intentions ig hanging like a 
sword of Damocles over the heads not only 
of casino keepers but also hotel kéepers, the- 
ater managers, estate agents, and many 
others directly interested, 

If gambling is stopped it is claimed these

Zenatello ig more lyric than Bonel. more 
robust than Caruso.” Constantino reverses 
the case. He ig less lyric than Boncl. less 
robust than Caruso, the latter in figure as 
well as in voice. The tag presence of any 
singer counts for much, and Constantino’s 
is good, as tenors go, He is sufficiently tall, 
not too much inclined to flesh, and with a 
handsome face, though of no vigorous or 
masculine t pretty fellow, in the old 
fashioned phrase. a little conscious of his 
good looks. Dramatically, his Rodolfo 
passed muster last night. It lacked the innate 
refinement that gives distinction to Bonci’s, 
but it happily missed the suggestion of 
coarseness that mars Caruso’s. It had not 
the overflowing high spirits of Caruso's, but 
it was lively enougbh—in fact. a quite present- 
able impersonation of the Bohemian poet. 
Constantino did not. however, reveal any 
subtlety or variety of histrionic resource. In 
Sait and gesture there was a curious re- 
minder of no less & personage than Dippel, 
but not in voice. 
The Constantino voice is a clear. sweet 
tenor. the perennial. properly a lyric voice, 
but apparently of enough power to war⸗ 
rant his singing parts like Enso in La 
Gioconda,’ and Raoul, in The Huguenots.’ 
His tones are admirably pure, free alike from 
any baritone quality and trom the disasree- 
able neo-Italion whiteness. He sang 
Rodolfo’s music expressively, and his phras- 
ing was graceful and finished: He did not 
show quite the exquisite taste that is one of 
Bonei's most admirable characteristics. Once 
or twice he even fell into the exaggeration of 
style in which Caruso now indulges so freely. 
But ip the singing was that of a fine 
artist. His tion of voice, schooling, 
and stage presence should insure him in New 
York. even as a rival of Caruso and Boncl, a 
repetition of the brilllant succees that he has 
enjoyed elsewhere,” : 
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Be negiect of young students of dramatic 
their voices is not infrequently 
q upon by observers of tlits depart- 
stage ed n. The result of such 
. is shown in the unyielding, throaty, 
hard voices of the majority of our men and 
women actors. Harrison Grey Fiske, who is 
not given to much speaking in public but who 
invariably says something worth while when 
te does speak, recently touched upon this 
subject in a talk he gave before the Three 
Arts club in New York. He said: 

Few of our actors read well. Not nearly 
enough attention is paid to the chief medium 
by which the player lu terprets the author 
accuracy in conveying every shade of thought 
through the medium of words. Elocution, in 
its true sense, is practically a lost art in our 
theater. No actor can bring out the meaning 
of his lines unless ha hae brains, and. having 
brains, uses them, and using them reveals a 
mastery ot the art of enunciation, inflection, 
emphasise, and the power of laying bare a 
soul by a pause or a tone. Artificiality is the 
besetting sin of many of our players Every 
competent stage director knows how difficult 
it ig. to find one who can utter the simplest 
line simply. As for the poetic drama, it is 
well nigh impossible to assemble a cast fora 
play of that character that can be depended 
on to deliver the lines either with apprecia- 
tion or effect. To be able to uge the language 
as a painter uses the brush should be the 
actor’s aim. The great dramatists will not 
resume their rightful place until the art of 
Geclamation is revived. Forrest, Cushman, 
Booth, and their associates were masters of 
that art, and while they lived the great 
dramas flourished. And those immortal 
works will flourish again when worthy inter- 
preters are found.” 

How correct and apt are Mr. Fiske’s state- 
ments the intelligent theate goer will realize 
if he but attempt to enumerate the number 
of players heard in the course of a season 
whose voices are so schooled and used that 
the musical value of the spoken phrase is 
made clear to the listener, and the tonal qual- 
ity of the voice remains in memory. Such 
players can be counted almost on the fingers 
cf one hand.
